Would he withdraw aid from be- 
leagured Red China and use his 
entire resources to win against 
Europe, realizing that an abandon- 
ed and revengeful China in a wave 
of Titoism might drive the Rus- 
sians from Manchuria and Siberian 
maritime provinces and that his 
old foe Japan might invade Soviet 
Asia? 

Would he for the sake of an op- 
portunist alliance with Mao start 
a war that would bring the A-bomb 
down on his own head? Would he 
hurl Russia into a world war which 
he knows he can never win? 

The free world is not the only 
world confounded by fateful ques- 
tions. Consequences leading to 
the ultimate doom of Russia are 
in prospect if an utterly mad Rus- 
sia makes the colossal blunder of 
turning the Yalu river into a 
itubicon.
